Located  in  eastern  Montana,  Valley  County  is  Montana's  24th  most 
populous  with  8,239  residents,  according  to  the  1990  Census. 

Glasgow,  the  county  seat,  is  the  state's  18th  largest  city  with  a  popula- 
tion of  3,572.  The  city  takes  its  name  from  Glasgow,  Scotland.  The 
county  is  home  to  the  Fort  Peck  Dam,  the  world's  largest,  earth-filled 
dam.  The  Governor's  Cup  Walleye  Tournament  is  held  annually  in  July  at 
Fort  Peck  Lake.  A  portion  of  the  Fort  Peck  Indian  Reservation, 
Montana's  second  largest  reservation,  is  located  in  the  county.  Art  enthu- 
siasts can  enjoy  musicals  and  drama  in  the  historic  Fort  Peck  Theater 
during  summer  weekends. 

According  to  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census,  median  income  for  Valley 
County  households  in  1 989  was  $2 1 ,78 1 .  The  county  is  5,062. 1  square 
miles  in  area;  4,921  square  miles  in  land  area  and  141.1  in  inland  water 
area. 

County  residents  experience  the  four  distinct  seasons.  Average 
monthly  temperatures  range  from  10.2  degrees  above  in  January  to  73.6 
degrees  above  in  July.  The  annual  average  rainfall  is  1 1 .57  inches.
